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ATTEMPT  TO  DEFEAT  REUNION. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Baird,  D.D. ,  writin  g 
from  Stauuton,  Va.,  has  launched  into  the 
world  a  12mo  volume,  which  he  has  seen  fit 
to  entitle — for  reasons  best  known  to  him¬ 
self — “  A  History  of  the  New  Schooe,  and 
the  questions  involved  in  the  Disruption  of 
the  Presbjterian  Chnrch  in  1838.”*  The 
book  is  written  evidently  with  a  design  to 
defeat  Reunion.  He  says  “  The  adoption 
of  the  proposed  Basis  of  Union  would  place 
us  (the  Old  School,  in  behalf  of  whom  he 
assumes  to  speak)  in  a  position  of  doctrinal 
defection  unspeakably  worse  than  was  ever 
imputed  to  the  New  School.”  In  this  vol¬ 
ume  of  over  550  pages,  he  attempts  to  draw 
such  a  picture  of  New  School  heresies,  and 
of  their  sinister  intentions,  as  may  suffice  to 
adjourn  indefinitely  any  plan  of  reunion 
which  fails  to  meet  the  views  of  the  minority 
he  represents. 

The  author’s  father,  as  we  infer  from  this 
volume,  was  a  leading  actor,  and  one  of  the 
most  zealous  on  the  extreme  Old  School 
side,  in  the  period  preceding  1838.  The  son 
has  inherited  his  father’s  papers,  and  his  fa¬ 
ther’s  sympathies,  and  with  a  Hannibal-like 
fidelity,  seems  committed  to  aa  unrelenting 
hostility  to  everything  that  bears  any  taint 
of  New  School.  While  a  student  he  mingled 
in  the  exciting  scenes  and  caucuses  of  1838, 
and  his  book  shows  him  to  be  a  remarkably 
“  preserved  specimen  ”  of  the  partisanship 
of  that  period.  An  avowed  Old  School  man 
of  the  straitest  sect,  writing  the  History  of  the 
New  School,  he  has  reproduced  the  narrow 
reasonings  and  the  bitter  prejudices  which 
might  be  expected  in  such  a  case.  As  Bos- 
Buet  wrote  the  History  of  the  Variations 
of  Protestantism,  so  does  Dr.  Samuel  J. 
Baird  write  the  History  of  the  New  School. 
That  simple  fact,  taken  with  his  extreme  po¬ 
sition,  shows  us  what  we  are  to  expect. 

Nor  are  we  disappointed.  At  the  very 
outset  the  author  lets  it  appear  that  many  of 
his  views  on  points  of  doctrine  and  history 
are  somewhat  peculiar.  Richard  Baxter  is 
represented  as  ultra  New  School !  John 
Howe  is  a  Latitndinarian  !  Thomas  Hook¬ 
er,  who  wrote  against  the  champions  of 
Presbyterianism,  is  a  good  Presbyterian. 
The  London  ministers  who  sent  out  Make- 
mie  and  bis  fellow-laborers  were  not  entitled 
to  be  called  Presbyterians  at  all,  sc  that  the 
missionary  founders  of  our  Chuch  were  sup¬ 
ported  by  Independents,  as  well  asre-inforc- 
ed  by  “Cotton  Myiher’s  emissaries”!  In 
spite  of  this,  great  emphasis  is  laid  on  the 
pure  Scottish  or  Ecotch-Irish  training  of 
nearly  all  the  early  ministers. 

The  author’s  view  of  the  Adopt’uj  Act 
is  directly  opposite  to  that  maintained  by 
honored  names  among  Old  School  writers. 
He  insists  that  that  Act  was  as  strict  in 
its  terms  as  the  interpretation  given  it  in 
1736.  He  maintains  that  the  New  Side, 
after  the  Division  of  1741,  adopted  this 
rigid  view.  He  remits  the  “paragraph 
about  essentials  ”  on  which  they  insisted  so 
strenuously,  to  matters  in  no  way  connected 
with  doctrine,  but  differs  so  far  from  Dr. 
Hodge  as  to  invite  suspicion  against  the 
interpretation  which  either  gives.  Indeed 
the  reader  has  only  to  turn  to  the  article  en¬ 
titled  “  Men  and  Times  of  the  Reunion,” 
in  the  American  Presbyterian  and  Theological 
Review  for  July,  to  see  the  assumptions  of 
Drs.  Hodge  and  Baird  alike  swept  aside,  and 
a  view  presented  which  will  commend  itself 
to  the  appioval  of  every  candid  reader.  Dr. 
Baird,  who  complains  of  Dr.  Gillett  for  state¬ 
ments  which  seem  to  affect  the  integrity  of 
the  Synod  of  1736,  does  not  hesitate  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  alternative  that  is  forced  upon  him 
of  making  Jonathan  Dickinson, — the  most 
thorough  master  of  the  position  as  well  as 
the  ablest  theologian  of  his  day, — grossly 
inconsistent  with  himself. 

Passing  over, — with  scarcely  a  glance, — 
the  whole  intervening  period,  Dr.  Baird 
comes  down  to  the  Plan  of  Union  of  1801. 
Here  the  relations  of  the  New  England  the¬ 
ology  and  churches  to  the  Presbyterian 
phnrch  are  brought  into  view,  and  we  can¬ 
not  but  admire  the  boldness  and  thorough¬ 
ness  with  which  Dr.  Baird  carries  out  his 
Old  School  theory  of  history.  If  facts  do 
not  accord  with  his  theory,  “  so  much  the 
worse  for  the  facts.”  He  knows  how  to  man¬ 
age  Grappling  them  with  a  firm  hand, 
they  crack  and  bend  and  shape  themselves 
to  hia  liking.  Great  theologians  or  Presby 
terian  leaders  ore  proved  to  be  weak  or  in¬ 
consistent,  Pelagian  or  heretical,  as  the 
case  requires.  Even  President  Edwards 
“  held  and  propagated  two  or  three  pregnant 
errors.”  He  was  in  fact  the  great  leading 
innovator.  The  first  fruits  of  his  specula¬ 
tions  were  seen  in  the  teachings  of  Hop 
kins.  West,  Spring,  Emmons,  the  younger 
Edwards,  and  their  followers.  Indeed  “  the 
teachings  of  Edwards  were  in  their  conse- 
luences  fatal  to  the  Gospel  !  ”  In  the 
heart  of  the  New  Divinity,  os  elabo' 
by  Hopkins,  the  New  Haven  theo- 
fouud  “some  of  the  fundamental 
|most  efficient  principles  of  the  Pelagian 
These  they  wrought  out  and 


propagated  to  the  disgust  and  dismay  of 
men  like  Nettleton  and  Dr.  Woods.  Yet 
the  latter  himself  is  represented  as  materi¬ 
ally  unsound,  and  Dr.  Tyler  and  the  Pas¬ 
toral  Union  of  Connecticut  who  sharply 
opposed  Taylorism,  were  only  less  hereti¬ 
cal  than  Dr.  Taylor  himself !  Prof.  Stu¬ 
art  is  represented  as  differing  “scarcely  a 
shade”  on  some  essential  points  from  the 
New  Haven  professors. 

The  fruits  of  the  New  Haven  theology 
are  next  exhibited  in  the  excesses  of  Finney, 
Burchard,  and  kindred  revivalists.  Their 
rash  and  fanatical  proceedings,  repudiated 
by  the  great  body  of  New  School  ministers 
who  were  remarkably  cautions  and  conserva¬ 
tive  of  all  good  things,  thongh  not  above 
learning  wisdom  from  men  who  were  earnest 
and  zealous,  if  not  always  discreet,  are 
gravely  related  as  a  chapter  of  New  School 
history  !  In  New  York  the  pubiication  of 
Ely’s  “Contrast,”  in  1811,  signalized  the 
opening  conflict  between  Hopkinsianism 
and  Calvinism.  Dr.  Spring  is  seen  as  the 
representative  of  the  former,  standing  spon¬ 
sor  for  Dr.  Cox’s  orthodoxy,  and  submitting 
as  his  proxy  to  be  examined  and  rejected  as 
unsound  in  the  faith.  Drs.  Richards  and 
Griffin  are  classed  by  Dr.  Baird,  in  his  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  famous  “  Triangle,”  in  the  same 
category.  Indeed  the  latter  appears  as  the 
author  of  a  pamphlet  against  the  imposition 
of  the  Confession  of  Faith  as  a  test  of  or¬ 
thodoxy. 

After  several  years  of  incipient  conflict, 
the  Rev.  Thomas  D.  Baird,  the  father  of  our 
author,  appears  on  the  scene.  For  twelve 
years  he  had  watched  the  cloud  rising  in 
the  East,  and  in  1826,  he  laid  before  the 
Synod  of  Pittsburgh  an  Overture  to  the  As¬ 
sembly  on  the  threatening  danger,  which 
was  adopted  by  them,  but  suppressed  by 
Dr.  Herron,  the  Moderator  of  the  Assembly 
of  the  next  year,  to  his  great  subsequent  re¬ 
gret.  It  was  revived  in  1831,  but  with  no 
material  results.  Meanwhile  however  the 
intruding  influences  of  New  England  theol¬ 
ogy  and  church  order  began  to  be  serious 
ly  felt.  The  American  Home  Missionary 
Society  had  been  formed,  and  was  extend 
ing  its  operations  on  a  grand  scale,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Presbyterian  Foreign  Missionary  Society  at 
New  York  had  been  handed  over  to  the 
American  Board,  and  Presbyterians  had  no 
channel  of  their  own  for  Foreign  Mission 
work.  The  Presbyterian  Education  Socie 
ty  at  New  York  was  in  the  control  of  Con 
gregationalists.  Andover  students  were  li 
censed  in  New  England,  or  by  Presbyteries 
like  those  of  Newbury  port  and  New  York 
Third,  and  sent  to  become  pastors  of  Presby 
terian  churches.  A  grand  conspiracy  was 
on  foot  to  revolutionize  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  Dr.  Absalom  Peters  was  the  arch 
conspirator,  with  Dr.  Patton  as  his  ally, 
Dr.  Beecher  was  sent  to  Cincinnati  to  con 
duct  operations  there.  Mr.  Barues,  Dr 
Duffield,  Dr.  Beman,  and  others  published 
their  heterodox  views.  A  minority  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  was  fearfully  alarmed, 
But  the  great  majority  were  “  moderates 
and  saw  no  imminent  danger.  They  did 
not  believe  there  was  any  “conspiracy, 
Princeton  was  on  the  fence,  deriding  the 
alarmists,  and  pronouncing  them  the  real 
disturbers — on  the  whole  a  very  correct  and 
orthodox  opinion.  But  a  shot  from  Robert 
Lennox,  who  threatened  to  endow  a  new 
seminary,  brought  them  down. 

Daring  this  period  party  lines  were  be 
coming  more  distinctly  drawn.  The  fight 
was  renewed  at  each  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly.  The  “  Orthodox  ”  were  at  tinges 
almost  in  despair.  They  could  neither 
silence  Dr.  Beecher  nor  keep  Mr.  Barnes 
out  of  his  pulpit.  They  could  not  force 
the  adoption  of  a  Foreign  Mission  Board 
Their  condition  was  desperate.  They  had 
tried  every  method.  Discipline  coaid  not 
be  carried  out.  One  Assembly  undid  what 
another  had  done.  Longer  delay  would  be 
fatal  to  their  prosperity.  They  must  act, — 
act  decidedly,  act  at  once.  With  this  coa 
viction  they  consulted,  called  conventions, 
wrote  circular  letters,  and  at  length, 
1837,  secured  the  long-coveted  majority,  and 
were  masters  of  the  situation.  They  pro 
ceeded  at  once  to  the  work  made  ready  for 
their  hands.  They  repealed  the  Plan  of 
Union  ;  cut  off  one  Synod  and  then  three 
more,  taking  pains  to  have  their  names 
erased  from  the  roll.  And  so  they  “  saved 
that  Presbyterian  Church,  which,  in  the  ex 
perience  of  thirty  years  of  blessings,  has 
had  the  wisdom  of  its  policy  attested,  and 
enjoyed  “the  manifest  approval  of  the  Head 
of  the  Church.” 

Such  is  a  brief  outline  of  Dr.  Baird’s  His 
tory  of  the  New  School ;  and  such  is  his 
argument  against  Reunion.  He  has  brought 
out  from  private  sources  some  things  that 
were  not  before  publicly  known,  but  the 
great  mass  of  his  facts  have  been  repeatedly 
spread  before  the  world,  and  nearly  all  his 
documents, — of  which  he  makes  large  use, — 
are  accessible  to  all  who  desire  to  consult 
them.  The  peculiarity  of  his  book  is  its  in 
tense  Old  School  coloring.  It  is  written  by 
man  whose  antecedents,  whose  sympathies 
whose  avowed  position,  all  indicate  a  neces 
sary  antipathy  to  the  New  School,  and  to 
whom  the  great  mass  of  the  Old  School, — 
even  Princeton  before  1837, — were  simpl 
“  moderates,”  neither  hot  nor  cold. 

It  is  curious  to  see  how  such  a  man  will 
write  history,  how  he  will  marshal  facts  and 
documents,  and  how  he  will  deal  with  the 
characters  of  the  living  and  the  dead.  We 
have  been  accustomed  to  honor  such  names 
Dickinson  and  Edwards,  Griffin  and 


Woods  and  Spring,  but  according  to  the 
orthodoxy  of  Dr.  Baiid,  every  one  of  these 
should  be  subjected  to  grave  suspicion,  and 
not  branded  as  New  School  or  heretical,  at 
least  denounced  as  “moderate.”  The  repu¬ 
tation  of  these  men  fares  little  better  at  his 
hands  than  that  of  Taylor  or  Stuart,  Beman 
or  Beecher  or  Barnes.  It  was  necessary  to 
his  theory  of  history  to  paint  them  as  he 
has,  and  we  do  not  question  his  sinceiity, 
but  in  consistency  with  himself  he  should  I  *3 
push  his  logic  a  little  further  still,  and  more 
than  decimate  even  the  Old  School,  so  lax  1 1® 
to  entertain  proposals  for  union  with  the 
New  School,  and  so  indifferent  to  the  con¬ 
flicts  of  1837  that  of  those  who  have  “  stimu¬ 
lated  ”  him  to  write  his  history,  very  few 
belong  (if  we  read  aright  his  Preface,  p.  lOj) 
to  the  living  generation. 

There  are  other  things  in  this  marvellous 
book  which  deserve  notice,  but  we  presume 
our  readers  have  had  enough.  The  author 
seems  to  imply  that  Slavery  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  division,  because  from  1818  to 
1836  it  had  never  intruded  into  the  As¬ 
sembly.  He  should  have  known  that  that 
non-intrusion  was  significant,  and  that  the 
Southern  churches  were  watching  the  dis¬ 
position  of  parties  with  reference  to  Slavery, 
more  closely  than  the  signs  of  their  ortho¬ 
doxy  or  error  on  other  points.  They  knew 
their  friends,  or  at  least  knew  on  whom 
they  could  best  depend. 

We  leave  the  book  to  its  fate.  It  has  an 
individual  significance, — very  little  more, 

It  is  indeed  a  memorial  of  the  strifes  and 
passions  of  a  generation  that  has  passed 
away,  and  it  deals  out  to  honored  names  the 
severity  which  its  historic  theory  logically 
demands.  But  at  this  day  those  who  can 
fully  sympathize  with  its  tone  and  spirit  must 
be  few  indeed.  As  a  history  of  the  ATea) 
School  by  a  most  pronounced  Old  School 
author,  it  will  rank  with  Heylin’s  History  ot 
Presbyterianism,  Dyer’s  Life  of  Calvin,  or 
Oliver’s  Puritan  Commonwealth. 


P.  S. — Since  writing  the  above  we  have 
read  The  Presbyter's  review  of  this  remark 
able  “History.”  Dr.  Montfort  (a  member 
of  the  Joint  Committee)  points  out  a  num 
ber  of  “  erroneous  statements  ”  in  the  in 
troduction  (offering  in  proof  the  records  of 
the  Committee  itself),  and  states  that  if  it 
were  necessary  he  could  point  out  “  a  score 
of  errors  ”  in  the  same  compass.  So  much 
for  the  very  beginning  of  the  book.  If  the 
first  eighteen  pages  are  so  filled  with  “  mis 
takes,”  to  use  no  stronger  terms,  how  many 
must  there  be  in  the  whole  volume  of  over 
500  pages?  Well  may  Dr.  Montfort  say 
of  an  author  whose  mind  seems  so  warped 
by  the  prejudices  of  a  generation  ago;  “  His 
comments,  his  charges,  and  his  insinuationci; 
fall  as  far  below  the  dignity  and  impartiality 
of  history  as  the  prosecutor  differs  from  the 
judge.”  _ 


GOVERNOR  FENTON. 

Few  Governors  of  New  York  have  had  the 
good  fortune  to  leave  the  stamp  of  their 
public  spirit  and  enlightened  zeal  on  the 
monuments  and  improvements  of  this  city 
With  the  exception  of  Governor  Clinton 
whose  Erie  Canal  gave  the  city  its  grand 
impetus,  we  do  not  recolledl  any  other  Gov 
ernor  whose  claims  for  this  distinction  are 
equal  to  Governor  Fenton’s. 

Gov.  King  signed  the  Metropolitan  Police 
Bill,  and  his  name  will  live  in  our  history 
for  this  act,  which  saved  our  city  from  far¬ 
ther  disgrace  daring  the  days  ot  the  riots, 
But  Gov.  Fenton  has  been  singularly  fortu 
nate  in  this  regard.  The  Metropolitan 
Health  Board,  which  met  the  dreaded  ap 
proach  of  Cholera  and  by  prompt  measures 
drove  it  from  our  shores  ;  the  Fire  Depart 
ment,  the  Quarantine  Board,  and  the  under¬ 
ground  and  the  elevated  systems  of  Rail 
ways,  all  bear  his  signature  to  a  grateful 
city,  while  the  Broadway  surface  Railway 
and  numberless  other  “jobs  ”  have  had  their 
quietus  from  his  hand. 

As  an  instance  of  tlie  care  with  which  he 
examined  measures  offered  for  his  approval, 
we  may  mention  a  circumstance  coming  to 
our  knowledge  from  a  reliable  source.  The 
Elevated  Railway  was  inspected  by  him  per¬ 
sonally  before  he  would  give  his  approval 
to  it.  After  witnessing  the  mechanical 
workings  to  his  satisfaction,  he  inquired  into 
the  plans  for  extending  it  through  the  city 
and  beyond.  He  was  anxious  that  it  should 
benefit  the  working  people,  and  to  satisfy 
him  on  this  point  the  directors  passed  a  reso 
lution  assuring  him  that  they  would,  as  soon 
as  the  Railway  was  built  into  Westchester 
county,  run  trains  to  accommodate  the  work 
ing  men  who  would  remove  there  to  live 
with  their  families,  and  would  carry  them 
at  reduced  fares,  so  that  the  saving  in  rent 
would  pay  their  fares  the  year  round.  After 
this  was  done  his  Excellency  signed  the 
papers  waitipg  his  approval. 

The  friends  of  this  enterprise  assert  that 
the  effect  of  it  will  be  to  move  thousands  of 
mechanics  to  the  North  end  of  the  Island 
and  into  Westchester  County.  In  this  case, 
every  happy  wife  and  child  of  their  families 
will,  in  breathing  country  air  and  enjoying 
country  health,  be  a  living  monument  of 
thanks  to  Gov.  Fenton.  We  feel  that  we 
do  not  do  him  full  justice  in  this  short 
paragraph,  but  may  resume  the  subject  in 
reference  to  other  city  improvements  which 
have  received  his  intelligent  and  hearty  sup 
port. 

Dr,  Scliaff  has  agreed  to  deliver  annually 
a  course  of  lectures  ou  Church  History  in 
the  Theological  Institute  at  Hartford,  but 
will  continue  to  reside  in  New  York  and 
keep  his  connection  with  the  New  York  Sab 
bath  Committee. 


THE  POPE  AND  HIS  DEFENDERS. 


The  Revolution  in  Spain  leaves  the  Pope 
without  a  single  crowned  head  in  Europe  on 
whose  support  he  can  rely.  The  Catholic 
powers  indeed  still  profess  a  strong  allegi¬ 
ance  to  the  Church  of  Rome  and  to  its  il¬ 
lustrious  head.  But  from  different  causes, — 
want  of  ability  or  of  disposition, — their  ac¬ 
tive  support  is  very  small.  Of  these  France 
by  far  the  most  powerful.  On  the  Conti¬ 
nent  she  has  no  rival,  except  Prussia,  which 
Protestant,  and  Russia,  which  belongs  to 
the  Greek  Church.  But  though  the  most 
powerful  of  Catholic  kingdoms,  she  is  at 
the  same  time  the  least  zealous.  Ever  since 
the  French  Revolution  the  faith  of  the 
people  has  been  rudely  shaken,  so  that  the 
religion  of  a  large  part  of  the  nation  can 
hardly  be  said  to  be  more  than  nominal. 
Louis  Napoleon  has  followed  the  policy  of 
his  uncle,  who  regarded  the  Church  as  a  po¬ 
litical  instrument,  a  convenient  means  of 
using  the  prejudices  and  superstitions  of  the 
people,  but  of  which  he  had  no  thought  of 
being  either  a  tool  or  a  martyr.  He  has 
indeed  supported  it  after  a  fashion,  hav¬ 
ing  reestablished  the  Pope  in  Rome,  after 
driving  out  the  Roman  Republic.  But  the 
Holy  Father  has  felt  little  gratitude  for  his 
deliverance  in  this  rough  fashion,  or  for  the 
continued  protection  of  one  whom  he  still 
addresses,  though  it  must  bo  with  a  secret 
feeling  of  irony,  by  the  title  bestowed  on 
Saint  Louis,  of  “the  eldest  son  of  the 
Church.”  Indeed  he  has  more  often  been 
in  a  rage  than  in  love  with  his  defenders, 
and  heartily  wished  them  out  of  Rome. 
And  yet  when  they  marched  away,  the  vexed 
Pontifi’,  having  the  fear  of  Garibaldi  before 
his  eyes,  almost  pronounced  a  curse  upon 
them  and  upon  their  royal  master.  Now 
they  are  are  back  again,  mounting  guard  at 
the  Vatican  and  the  Quirinal,  but  he  has  no 
more  fait’u  in  them  than  before. 

Nor  does  the  Pope  fare  any  better  nearer 
home.  His  natural  protector  ought  to  be 
that  great  and  now  free  and  united  kingdom 
which  stretches  its  aims  around  the  Eternal 
City.  Yet  Victor  Emmanuel  is  regarded  by 
the  Pope  as  his  worst  euemy,  and  the  spoiler 
of  the  territory  of  the  Holy  See.  He  finds 
no  support  in  the  Italian  peninsula. 

But  while  Italy  was  hostile,  and  France 
intent  only  on  her  own  ends,  there  were  two 
powers  which  seemed  still  to  have  the  blind 
faith  of  the  dark  ages — Austria  and  Spain, 
The  house  of  Austria  had  long  been  eminent 
for  its  devotion  to  the  Catholic  faith.  When 
the  JImperor  was  all-powerful,  not  only  in 
his  ow  n  empire,  but  in  Italy, — at  Venice  and 
Milan, lit  Florence  and  Naples, — he  gave  full 
support  to  the  Church  of  Rome.  By  a  con 
cordat  with  the  Pope  he  gave  over  into  his 
hands  the  appointment  of  all  ecclesiastical 
dignitaries, — the  control  of  education,  and 
to  the  priests  the  sole  right  of  performing 
marriages,  Ac.  This  lasted  till  the  power 
of  Austria  was  broken.  Then  humiliated 
the  Emperor  felt  the  absolute  necessity — if 
he  would  save  his  throne — of  establishing 
his  power  on  a  more  popular  basis.  The 
concordat  was  abolished.  The  appointment 
of  bishops  was  not  left  as  before  to  the 
Pope.  The  State  resumed  the  control 
education.  This  was  a  severe  blow  to  the 
Papal  power,  and  was  met  with  indignant 
remonstrances.  But  there  was  no  help 
for  it. 

Thus  deserted  by  one  after  another  of  the 
sovereigns  of  Europe,  there  remaiued  but 
one  who  was  still  faithful,  and  that  was 
woman, — the  profligate,  yet  superstitious 
and  bigoted.  Queen  of  Spain.  On  this  de 
voted  daughter  of  the  Ch  arch  he  could  rely. 
It  is  but  a  few  weeks  since  she,  ambitious 
of  testifying  her  love  and  devotion  to  the 
Holy  Father,  offered  to  send  troops  to  bis 
protection,  and  thus  relieve  the  French  of 
the  guardianship  of  Romo.  Poor  Isabella! 
thus  offering  to  be  the  protector  of  others, 
when  but  a  few  days  later  she  could  not  de¬ 
fend  herself,  but  was  a  fugitive  from  her  king¬ 
dom  and  crown. 

Thus  one  by  one  the  Pope  has  seen  the 
defection  or  the  overthrow  of  all  his  defend¬ 
ers,  until  now  he  stands  alone,  without  a 
power  to  sustain  him  among  the  royal  houses 
of  Europe.  Is  this  fall  of  his  supporters  a 
premonition  of  his  own  overthrow  ?  We 
leave  it  ti  the  students  of  prophecy  to 
answe.*. 


IS  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  PRO¬ 
TESTANT  ? 

It  seems  a  little  strange  that  at  the  very 
moment  when  a  General  Convention  of  “  the 
Protestant  Eiiiscopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  ”  is  being  held  in  this  city,  a  minister 
of  that  Church  should  take  occasion  to  scout 
a  name  which  its  loyal  members  are  wont  to 
hold  in  honor.  But  so  it  is.  Rev.  F.  C. 
Ewer,  the  rector  of  Christ  church  in  Fifth 
avenue  at  the  comer  of  35th  street,  has  re¬ 
cently  been  preaching  a  series  of  sermons  on 
the  “Failure  of  Protestantism,”  in  which  he 
goes  so  far  towards  Rome  that  some  will 
think  he  might  as  well  have  gone  clean  over. 
In  one  of  these  he  thus  apologizes  for  the 
name  of  his  owu  ecclesiastical  body  : — 

We  find  persons  even  in  the  Church  who 
glory  in  that  which  is  known  under  the  term 
Protestant  ”  ;  and  such  persons  would  tri¬ 
umphantly  ask,  “  What !  is  not  our  Church 
Protestant  ?  ’  Are  we  not  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  ?  ”  In  reply  to  such  I 
remark,  that  the  term  “Protestant  Episco¬ 
pal  ”  has  never  been  formally  adopted  as  a 
title  for  our  Church.  It  is  barely  possible 
that  I  have  overlooked  the  supposed  fact  of 
such  adoption,  but  I  hardly  think  it  can  be 
As  nearly  as  I  can  find,  the  title  stole  in 
upon  us  like  a  thief  in  the  night.  What  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  the  history  of  the  case  ?  Why, 
the  title  of  the  Prayer  book  of  the  Church 
of  England  was  “  The  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  &c.,  of  The  Church,  according  to  the 
use  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland.”  That  is  to  s.ay,  “  The  Prayer  Book 
ot  The  Church — of  God’s  Church  in  England.” 
This  title  recognized  that  there  was  only  one 
Church.  Very  well,  before  the  Revolution 
it  was  the  same  in  America.  After  the  Rev¬ 
olution  it  became  necessary  for  the  Church — 
for  God’s  Church— to  have  a  Prayer  Book  su  i  t- 
ed  to  its  wants  in  America  as  an  independent 
nation.  A  General  Convention  was  held  here. 
That  Convention  expressly  declared  that  in 
whatever  it  did,  it  was  “  far  from  intending 
to  depart  from  the  Church  of  England  in 
any  essential  point  of  doctrine.”  Now.  that 


Arrival  of  Dr.  Kendall.* —  Many  of  our 
readers  will  be  gratified  to  hear  of  the  safe 
return  of  Dr.  Henry  Kendall,  Secretary  of 
the  Presbyterian  Committee  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions.  He  and  his  wife  reached  this  city  by 
the  steamer  Colorado  on  Monday,  after  a  very 
pleasant  sojourn  in  Europe  of  about  six 
months.  Dr.  Kendall’s  chief  object  in  going 
abroad  was  to  regain  his  wonted  excellent 
health,  and  in  this  we  believe  he  has  been 
quite  successful,  and  now  returns  to  his  du¬ 
ties  (which  during  hisj  absence  have  been 
efficienUy  discharged  by  Dr.  Hatfield),  with 
renewed  zest  and  zeal,  and  with  all  the 
greater  estimate  of  the  import.mce  of  the 
home  work  from  a  personal  knowledge  of  the 
reflex  influenee  of  our  institutions  upon  the 
older  communities  of  Europe.  As  our  read¬ 
ers  are  aware  from  hia  interesting  letters  in 
Tub  Evakgelist,  Dr.  Kendall  has  spent  a 
portion  of  his  time  iu  inquiring  into  the  re¬ 
ligious  movements  now  going  forward  in 
Italy  and  the  Austrian  Empire. 


Dr,  F.  H.  Fowler,  of  Utica,  also  returned 
home  in  the  Colorado  on  Monday.  It  will 
be  recollected  that  he  went  out  as  an  ac¬ 
credited  delegate  of  our  Church  to  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  chui-ches  of  Ireland  and  Scotland, 
He  will  be  welcomed  by  all  his  brethren. 


any  essential  point  of  doctrine.”  Now,  that 
Convention  was  an  exceedincly  small  body  ; 
for  the  Church  in  America  almost  died  dur¬ 
ing  the  Revolution.  But  before  the  Conven¬ 
tion  was  held,  several  preliminary  meetings 
of  Churchmen  convened.  The  calls  for  these 
meetings  were  issued  by  irresponsible  per¬ 
sons  ;  and  in  those  calls  those  private  indi¬ 
viduals — those  irresponsible  persons  desig¬ 
nated  the  Church  as  the  “  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church,”  as  though  God  had  a  dozen 
other  different  kinds  of  churches.  It  was 
their  mere  notion  to  call  it  so.  Very  natur¬ 
ally  (considering  the  times)  the  same  name, 
having  thus  been  brought  out,  was  used  iu 
all  the  subsequent  letters  that  passed  to  and 
fro  concerning  the  movement,  and  was  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  summons  for  the  first  General 
Convention.  It  was  used  by  the  few  individ¬ 
ual  members  of  that  Convention  in  their 
speeches,  it  got  into  resolutions  they  offered 
and  into  other  documents  that  were  adopted 
by  the  Convention.  It  continued  its  stealthy 
advance  and  got  on  to  the  title-page  of  the 
ritual  that  was  adopted.  Wbo  put  it  there  ? 
What  printer,  what  private  member  of  a 
committee,  what  unauthorized  person  ?  In 
vain  have  I  searched  the  records  of  those 
early  days  to  find  that  the  Convention  ever 
adopted  the  title-page  to  the  Prayer  Book. 
Thus  it  has  secured  a  tacit  sanction  as  a  title, 
or  rather  I  should  perhaps  be  more  accurate 
in  saying  a  tacit  acceptance  as  a  title ;  but  I 
repeat  it  was  never  formally  adopted  as  such 
by  the  Church  here  in  her  corporate  capac¬ 
ity,  The  fact  is,  the  question  concerning  a 
proper  title  for  the  Church  never  came  up. 
The  very  utmost  that  can  be  said  is  that  the 
title  has  only  had  a  mere  quasi  adoption. 
But  the  question  is  up  now  fairly  and  square¬ 
ly  ;  and  it  is  for  us  to  consider  whether  we 
ought  longer  tacitly  to  sanction  the  title  by 
putting  forth  every  new  official  document  in 
the  name  of  the  “  Protestant  Episcopal  ” 
Church.  The  name  has  wrought  us  untold 
harm  and  lo.ss.  It  has  falsified  our  position 
in  the  eyes  of  the  public.  It  has  identified 
us  with  those  who  hate  our  distinctive  and 
vital  peculiarities,  our  Apostolic  succession, 
our  non  recognition  of  man-made  ministries, 
our  non-reception  of  their  “ordinance”  of 
the  Lord’s  Supper  at  their  hands,  our  real 
presence  of  Christ  in  the  Blessed  Eucharist, 
our  baptismal  regeneration,  our  natural  sym¬ 
pathies  with  the  Greek  Church,  which  they 
regard  as  only  one  step  less  vile  and  mon¬ 
strous  than  Borne.  It  has  fostered  witbiu 
ns  a  Puritan,  a  strictly  Protestant  and  un- 
Church  sentiment,  &c. 

We  do  not  think  this  fervent  rector  need 
argue  the  matter  quite  so  earnestly.  W’e  do 
not  believe  anybody  will  accuse  him  of  being 
a  Protestant.  We  certaintly  wish  that  he, 
and  all  like  him,  would  drop  the  name. 

Inauguration  of  President  McCosh.— The 
inauguration  of  Dr.  McCosh  as  President  of 
Princeton  College  will  take  place  on  Tues¬ 
day  next,  October  27th,  at  twelve  o’clock 
noon.  The  exercises,  it  is  expected,  will 
not  occupy  more  than  two  hours  and  a  half, 
so  the’  those  who  desire  will  be  able  to  go 
from  -New  York  or  Philadelphia,  and  re¬ 
turn  the  same  day.  Drs.  Hodge,  Steams, 
Maclean,  Musgrave.and  Bishop  Mcllvaine, 
J.  P.  Stockton,  Gov.  Pollock,  and  Chancel¬ 
lor  Zahriskie  will  take  part  in  the  exercises. 
Dr.  McCosh  has  notified  the  authorities  of 
the  College  that  thesubject  of  his  inaug¬ 
ural  address  will  be  “Discussions  as  to 
Academic  Teaching  in  Europe.”  In  the 
evening  the  new  President  will  hold  a  levee 
at  his  house,  to  receive  and  become  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  t’ae  graduates  and  friends  of  the 
College. 

The  American  Board,— Our  Cincinnati  con¬ 
temporary,  the  Christian  Herald,  is  gratified 
with  the  intelligence  that  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board  is  to  take  place  at  Pittsburgh. 
Ohio  and  the  Central  West  can  go  there,  it 
says,  and  it  favors  the  securing  of  “  delega¬ 
tions  that  will  convince  the  officers  and  East¬ 
ern  friends  of  the  Board  that  it  is  still  dear 
to  multitudes  in  the  West  and  in  the  Pres 
by  terian  Church.”  In  the  meantime  it  ex¬ 
horts  that  “those  churches  which  have  omit¬ 
ted  the  monthly  concert  revive  it,  and  those 
that  neglected  the  Foreign  Missionary  col¬ 
lection  last  year,  take  it  early  this  year  and 
double  the  amount.” 


RELIGIOUS  PUFFERY. 

Of  all  kinds  of  puffing,  there  is  none  whkli 
is  more  offensive  to  good  taste  as  well  as  to 
right  Christian  feeling,  than  that  of  relig¬ 
ious  services.  The  act  of  worshipping  God 
IS  too  solemn  to  be  regarded  with  a  cold  eye, 
and  to  be  made  the  theme,  either  of  unfeel¬ 
ing  censure  or  of  fulsome  eulogy.  And  yet 
how  apt  are  we,  in  entering  the  house  of 
God,  to  preserve  a  critical  mood,  and  when 
we  come  away,  to  compliment  the  preacher 
as  “eloquent”  or  find  fault  with  him  as 
“  dull.”  This  style  of  remark  finds  its  way 
into  print,  and  writers  for  the  press,  in  re¬ 
porting  any  public  performance,  have  to  tell 
how  very  “  impressive  ”  the  preacher  w’as, 
how  “  able  ”  his  discourse ;  and  even  not  nn- 
frequently  to  describe  his  personal  appear¬ 
ance  and  elocution. 

If  we  were  to  quote  examples  of  this 
kind  here,  it  might  seem  to  be  coming  too 
near  home.  So  we  will  take  one  from 
abroad.  A  Belfast  paper,  just  received  at 
this  office,  thus  speaks  of  the  late  meeting 
of  the  Irish  Oongregational  Union  in  that 
city  :  “  Last  evening  the  first  service  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Irish 
Congregational  Union  was  held  in  the  In¬ 
dependent  chnrch,  Donegall  street.  There 
was  a  crowded  attendance.  The  preacher 
was  the  Rev.  A.  Hannay,  of  London,  and  his 
sermon — upon  the  words,  ‘Things  which 
cannot  he  shaken  ’  —  was  remarkable  for 
depth  of  thought,  felicity  of  expression,  cogency 
of  appeal,  and  impressive  delivery."  This  is 
putting  it  pretty  strong,  but  that  is  not  all. 

It  is  further  added  :  “  The  discourse  was  re¬ 
markable  for  freshness  of  thought  and  lucidity 
of  exposition."  The  Convention  seemed  to 
have  abounded  in  stirring  speakers,  for  the 
report  goes  on  :  “  In  the  evening,  there  was 
a  public  meeting  iu  the  ch  arch— the  Rev. 

Mr.  Silly  presiding.  There  was  a  good  at¬ 
tendance.  After  devotional  exercises,  con-  • 
ducted  by  the  Chairman  and  the  Rev.  John 
White,  Mr.  Jerrott,  of  Galway,  delivered  an 
able  practical  address  on  Family  Religion.” 

We  are  glad  that  somebody  was  “  practi 
cal,”  instead  of  aiming  to  be  eloquent.  Biri’ 
the  Irish  brethren  were  not  to  be  kept  down 
to  this  low  key.  “The  next  speakers  were 
the  Rev.  J.  B.  Wylie  of  Kingstown,  who 
expatiated  in  eloquent  terms  on  ‘Church 
Life,’  and  the  Rev.  Noble  Shepherd  of  Sli¬ 
go,  who,  with  his  wonted  ability  and force, 
addressed  himself  to  the  subject  of  ‘  Sab¬ 
bath-schools.’  The  Rev.  Mr.  Stirling  of 
Armagh,  descanted  on  the  theme  ‘  Evangel¬ 
istic  Work,’  with  captivating  eloquence."  Here 
a  bit  of  Irish  humor  had  to  be  brought  ia. 

His  reply  to  the  query,  ‘  What  is  an  Evan¬ 
gelist  ?’  was  a  capital  bit  of  word-painting, 
and  other  phases  of  the  subject  were  touch¬ 
ed  upon  with  racy  humor.”  After  such 
powerful  demonstrations,  we  are  not  surpris¬ 
ed  that  the  assembly  was  moved  to  gratitude. 
“At  the  close  of  the  addresses,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
White  moved,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sewell  of 
Derry,  seconded,  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
speakers.”  But  not  only  the  speakers,  b 
singers  also  seemed  to  be  inspired.  “Uet  ^ 

the  speeches  the  effective  choir  of  the  rifirch 
(Mr.  H.  Morrison  presiding  at 
nium)  sang  au  approprio‘_^  hymn.”  After 
such  min  gled  Emotions,  we  aloiosk  wonder 
that  they  stopped  to  pray.  Bnt  it  is  a  relief  / 
to  know  that  they  did  not  forget  to  pay  at 
least  brief  homage  to  their  Maker.  “  The 
interesting  meeting  was  closed  with  devo¬ 
tional  exercises.” 


The  Episcopal  General  Convention.— Our 
columns  were  loo  much  crowded  last  week 
to  lake  note  of  the  sessions  of  this  ecclesi¬ 
astical  body,  which  have  continued  in  our 
city  since  the  7th  inst,,  and  first  in  Trinity 
chapel  tnd  now  in  the  Church  of  the  Trans¬ 
figuration.  Bfshop  Lee  of  Iowa  preached 
the  opening  sermon,  and  it  is  needless  to  say 
that  he  was  faithful  to  his  evangelical  record 
in  former  years  at  Springfield  and  in  Ror 
Chester. 

The  business  of  the  Convention  has  seemr- 
ed  to  drag  along  at  a  rate  which  would  put 
a  Presbyterian  Assembly  quite  out  of  pa¬ 
tience.  Whether  this  is  partly  strategic,  or 
constitutional,  we  know  not.  Only  fifteen 
messages  had  been  sent  from  the  Upper 
House  (of  Bisbops)  to  the  Lower  House  up 
to  Tuesday  of  the  present  week.  The  amend¬ 
ment  of  certain  technicalities  of  the  Canons — 
with  no  prospect  of  modifications  to  suit  the 
Low  Church  party,  however — aud  the  sub¬ 
stitution  of  the  word  “  Council”  for  “  Con¬ 
vention  ”  seem  to  have  occupied  a  deal  of 
time. 

The  Convention  has  acted  promptly  upon 
the  important  matter  of  new  Dioceses,  and 
approved  of  the  erection  of  one  of  Long  Is¬ 
land,  another  of  Northern  New  York  and  still 
another  of  the  Central  part  of  the  State.- 
and  to  take  the  name  of  Syracuse  or  Utica, 
A  ijermi^ive  Canon  has  also  been  passed 
which  ifilfugurates  what  is  known  as  the 
“Provincial  System’’  over  these  five  Dio- 
cesesof  our  State,  the  city  of  New  York,  orra- 
ther  the  Bishop  resident  here,  being  thusele- 
vated  to  a  new  dignity.  But  the  powers  con¬ 
ferred  are  limited,  and  Conservative  Church¬ 
men  are  inclined  to  look  on  this  change  to 
the  phraseology  and  style  of  things  “  in  the 
Mother  Church”  as  more  a  convenience 
than  a  creation  of  new  powers  and  dignities. 
Still  another  new  diocese  has  been  erected 
in  Maryland,  to  be  known  as  the  “  Eagterr:> 
Shore  Diocese.”  Nebraska  is  also  to  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  diocesan  dignity.  Measures  have 
been  taken  to  make  the  Board  of  Foreign. 
Missions  more  effective,  and  also  to  smooth 
the  way  for  the  clergy  of  Canada  in  case 
they  wish  to  officiate  in  American  churches. 
The  matter  of  constituting  a  commission  on. 
Church  Unity  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Joint 
Committee  of  Conference.  If  appointed, 
this  will  include  all  questions,  from  the  ab¬ 
sorption  of  the  Methodist  church  (!)  to  that 
of  fraternal  intercourse  and  acknowledge-.' 
ment  by  the  Greek  and  Romish.  Ou  Tues¬ 
day,  Rev.  Benjamin  Wistar  Morris  of  Ger¬ 
mantown,  Penn.,  was  nominated  as  Mission¬ 
ary  Bishop  of  Oregon  and  Washington  Ter-* 
ritory.  He  will  of  course  be  elected.

FROM  THE  FAR,  FAB  NORTHWEST. 

Letter  from  Rev.  Edward  D.  Neill. 

Red  Lake  River,  Sept  30, 1808. 

As  I  sit  on  the  banks  of  the  above  named 
stream,  whose  waters  flow  into  Hudson’s 
Bay,  I  recall  the  pleasant  drive  to  Minneha¬ 
ha,  Fort  Snelling,  Falls  of  Saint  Anthony, 
and  other  localities  on  the  Upper  Mississip¬ 
pi,  more  than  ten  years  ago,  in  company 
with  him  whom  I  suppose  I  must  designate 
as  the  se/itor  Editor  of  the  paper,  and  with 
his  better  half. 

Changes  in  Minnesota. 

Xu  travelling  this  month  from  the  south¬ 
ern  boundary  of  Minnesota  to  the  vicinity 
of  the  British  line,  the  changes  of  a  few 
years  have  astonished  me.  Nine  years  ago 
in  Winter,  I  made  a  trip  from  St.  Paul  to 
Chicago  with  one  who  subsequently  became 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Army  of  the 
United  States,  and  whose  ill-success  was  re¬ 
gretted  by  his  friends,  without  any  loss  of 
personal  esteem,  and  then  cur  route  was  on 
the  ice  of  the  Mississippi,  in  a  waggon  box 
ou  runners.  Now  we  see  a  continuous  rail¬ 
way  to  St.  Paul  from  Chicago,  and  in  addi¬ 
tion  the  St.  Paul  and  Pacific  Railroad  with 
one  branch  completed  to  Sauk  Rapids, 
aeventy-six  miles  northward,  and  the  main 
stem  runniug  west  of  the  Mississqqri  in  op¬ 
eration  for  twenty  or  thirty  miles.  The 
Minnesota  Valley  road  has  also  irushed  its 
line  to  Mankato,  and  the  St.  Paul  and  Lake 
Superior  road,  the  day  before  I  arrived  in 
that  city  ran  a  locomotive  to  their  first  sta¬ 
tion  at  White  Bear  Lake,  twelve  miles  east¬ 
ward,  and  which  when  completed  will  carry 
much  of  the  freight  to  and  from  Boston  and 
Sew  York,  as  its  terminus  on  the  Lake  Su¬ 
perior  shore  is  nearer  to  those  cities  by 
steamers,  than  Chicago. 

Growth  of  St.  Paul. 

The  morning  after  my  arrival  at  St.  Paul, 
as  I  walked  down  one  of  the  streets  with  the 
Pastor  of  the  Fir.st  Presbyterian  church,  I 
met  a  procession  of  carriages  preceded  by  a 
brass  band,  containing  the  Sunday-school 
pupils  and  teachers  of  the  House  of  Hope,  on 
their  way  to  the  Superior  Railroad  depot, 
for  the  iiurpose  of  making  the  first  trip  to 
White  Bear  Lake  after  the  formal  opening 
of  the  road  on  the  previous  Thursday.  The 
senior  Editor  will  remember,  that  in  a  dingy 
district  school-room,  on  one  hot  Summer  af¬ 
ternoon,  he  once  preached  to  what  was  the 
jiucleus  of  this  always  healthful  and  prosper¬ 
ous  organization.  InvRed  to  accompany 
the  school,  at  whose  formation  I  had  been 
present,  it  was  a  pleasure  to  find  that  all  of 
the  original  teachers  were  living,  and  that 
all  of  the  female  teachers  were  at  the  Lake 
frith  the  exception  of  one,  and  that  three 
bad  soon  after  the  organization  of  the  House 
of  Hope  church  made  a  profession  of  reli¬ 
gion. 

The  magnificent  distances  that  were  so 
frequent  in  St.  Paul  are  disappearing,  and 
Third-street  has  substituted  stone  blocks 
and  plate  glass  for  the  frail  frame  structures 
that  used  to  prevail.  Not  only  substantial 
bnildings,  but  a  class  of  solid  men  are  being 
developed  in  connection  with  the  railway 
system.  Never  were  the  interests  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  more  encouraging. 
Wherever  there  is  energy  and  intelligence 
there  it  finds  adherents,  and  while  in  the  in¬ 
fancy  of  a  community  more  emotional  or 
sensuous  types  of  religion  will  apparently 
be  more  prosperous,  yet  as  a  town  becomes 
rnwre  fully  developed  the  class  increases 
who  love  an  orderly  mode  of  worship,  and 
the  teachings  of  a  calm,  devout,  and  edu¬ 
cated  pulpit.  My  stay  in  the  city  was  only 
on.  Saturday  and  Sunday,  as  I  had  been  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President  one  of  a  Board 
of  Ecclesiastical  Visitors  to  inspect  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Ojibways  in  Northern  Minne¬ 
sota. 

Journey  to  the  Far  North. 

Two  weeks  have  been  taken  to  reach  this 
point,  owing  to  necessary  delays  on  the 
Conte.  Leaving  the  Indian  Agency  on  Crow 
Wing  River,  we  crossed  the  Mississippi 
again  at  Little  Falls,  and  following  up  the 
Swan  River,  emerged  on  the  prairie  and 
passed  L'akes  Osakis  and  Otter  Tail.  The 
landscape  as  seen  from  the  heights  known 
as  the  Leaf  Mountains,  is  a  beautiful  combi¬ 
nation  of  wooded  vales  and  wide  rolling 
pi*icic8,  and  there  was  a  feeling  of  awe,  as 
the  fact  was  noted  by  one  of  my  compan¬ 
ions,  that  in  some  of  the  wooded  dells  are 
the  birth-place  of  streams,  some  of  which 
find  an  outlet  in  the  Golf  of  Mexico,  and 
others  in  the  Arctic  regions. 

On  last  Sunday  the  party  tarried  at  the 
Indian  Reservation  of  White  Earth  Lake 
Md  whUe  Father  Ireland  of  the  Roman  Ca¬ 
tholic  Church,  connected  with  the  cathedral 
of  St.  Paul,  who  is  my  agreeable  colleague, 
read  prayers  in  French  to  the  half-breeds  and 


others  who  desired  to  attend,  I  preached  at 
a  point  not  far  distant  to  the  whites  of  the 
train  and  others. 

Onr  arrival  at  this  crossing  of  the  Bed 
Lake  River  last  night  was  greeted  with 
I  great  joy  by  the  Indians  of  the  Pembina, 
band,  as  the  Agent  is  with  us  to  make  the 
annual  payment  of  money  and  blankets, 
and  they  bad  been  waiting  for  his  coming 
for  fifteen  days,  and  were  half-starved.  A 
knotty  question  had  to  be  decided  the  first 
thing  in  council  this  morning.  The  old 
chief  has  lately  died  leaving  no  heirs  except 
a  son  who  has  been  long  absent,  and  if  alive 
is  in  the  British  Possessions,  no  one  know.s 
where.  An  old  man,  the  head  brave,  felt 
that  he  ought  to  bo  the  successor,  and  a 
young  man  named  ‘  Over  the  Sky,’  a  sort  of 
step-son  of  the  dead  chief,  was  also  a  claim¬ 
ant.  Party  feeling  was  high,  and  the  parti¬ 
sans  of  each  side  were  camped  in  a  different 

spot.  The  young  man,  a  good  looking  fel¬ 
low,  followed  by  his  adherents,  walked  into 
the  council  and  stood  with  dignity,  but  with 
some  agitation,  while  a  comrade  advocated 
his  claims,  and  then  took  his  seat.  The 
Agent  was  able  to  compromise  the  difiSculty 
by  deciding  that  the  long  missing  son  was 
the  rightful  chief,  and  that  until  his  arrival 
the  young  man  should  be  acting  chief,  but 
should  recognize  the  head  soldier  as  he  had 
been  recognized  by  the  dead  chief.  The 
young  man  sat  still,  and  ifr  was  told  the 
Agent  that  he  was  waiting  to  be  lifted  up, 
this  being  the  mode  of  conferring  the  au¬ 
thority.  As  the  Agent  took  him  by  the 
shoulders  and  lifted  him  to  his  feet,  his 
comrades  at  the  s.ime  time  sprang  up  and 
gave  the  Indian  grunt  of  satisfaction.  The 
old  soldier  and  his  adherents,  though  morti¬ 
fied,  then  came  forward  and  acknowledged 
him. 

This  letter  has  been  written  on  my  knee, 
and  the  sheet  is  full,  and  I  am  weary.  At 
our  next  convenient  stopping  place  I  will 
attempt  to  give  you  some  idea  of  the  condi¬ 
tion  and  prospects  of  these  Indians,  who 
bunt  and  fish  around  the  sources  of  the  St. 
Lawrence,  Mis.sissippi,  and  Red  River  of 
the  North.  E.  D.  N.

SOME  OF  THE  ABSURDITIES  OF  OUR 
.SUNDAY-SCHOOL  H YMN-BOOKS. 

Every  Sunday  evening  our  tots  come  to  us 
and  say  “  Please  sing  now,  and  play  oiir 
hymns.”  The  most  restlesss  of  the  little 
ones'w ill  curl  herself  uiJ  ou  a  chair  and  be 
quiet  as  a  flower,  while  we  sing 

“  I  think  when  I  read  that  sweet  story  of  old,” 

and  will  even  join  in  the  chorus  of 

“  I  have  a  Father  in  the  promised  land,” 

Great  rough  boys,  full  of  animal  life  and 
spirit,  will  sing  very  sweetly 

“  Shall  we  gather  at  the  river,” 
or  will  whistle  an  accompaniment  to  the  i^i- 
ano,  blending  with  the  voices  as  melodiously 
as  the  soft  strains  of  a  flute.  Large  and  small, 
rough  and  gentle,  all  thoroughly  enjoy  this 
hour  of  sacred  music  ;  and  some  of  our  litle 
ones  who  have  sung  these  sacred  songs  with 
us,  have  afterward  passed  through  the  valley 
of  the  shadow  of  death  cheered  by  the  same 
beloved  hymns,  and  have  seemed  borne  ou 
the  wings  of  holy  song  above  the  mists  and 
the  darkness  into  the  light  of  the  smile  of 
their  Father  and  Redeemer.  Let  us  see  to  it 
that  when  they  ask  bread  of  us,  we  do  not 
give  them  a  stone.  Last  Sunday  evening 
we  had  assembled  as  usual  to  gladden  our 
hearts  with  the  singing,  when  one  of  our 
number  took  up  a  new  book  published  in 
Chicago,  and  stunned  us  by  reading  aloud 
the  following  doggerel  : 

‘I  should  like  to  die,’  said  Willie,  ‘  if  my  papa  could  die  toe,* 
But  he  says  he  isn't  ready  ’cause  he  has  so  much  to  do  ; 
And  my  little  sister  Nellie  says  that  I  must  surely  die, 

And  that  she  and  mamma — then  she  stopped  because  it  made 
me  cry. 

But  she  told  me,  I  remember,  once  while  sitting  on  her 
knee, 

That  the  angels  never  weary  watching  over  her  and  me  ; 
And  that  if  we’re  good  and  mamma  told  me  just  the  same 
before) 

They  will  let  us  into  heaven  when  they  see  us  at  the  door. 

There  I  know  I  shall  bo  happy,  and  will  always  want  to 
stay, 

I  shall  love  to  hear  the  singing,  I  shall  love  the  endless  day, 
I  shall  love  to  look  at  Jesus,  and  I'll  love  Him  more  and 
more. 

And  I’U  gather  water  lilies  for  the  angel  at  the  door! 

There  will  be  none  but  the  holy,  I  shall  know  no  more  of 
sin. 

But  I’U  see  mamma  and  NcUia,  for  I  know  He’U  let  them  in  ; 
But  I’U  have  to  teU  the  angel  when  I  meet  him  at  the  door, 
Thai  he  must  excuse  my  papa  ’cause  he  couldn’t  leave  the  store! 

NelUe  says  that  may  be  I  shall  very  soon  be  called  away — 
If  papa  was  only  ready  I  should  like  to  go  to-day. 

But  if  I  shoiUd  go  before  him  to  that  world  of  light  and  joy. 
Then  I  guess  he’d  want  to  ci  me  to  heaven  to  see  his  Uttle 
boy. 

Can  any  one  read  the  above,  without  a 
feeling  of  grief  mingled  with  the  involuntary 
laughter  caused  by  the  strange  medley  of 
true  and  false,  of  pathos  and  bathos  ? 

It  may  seem  superfluous  to  add  anything 
to  the  very  able  paper  on  this  subject  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  “  Hours  at  Home”  by  Rev. 
George  Bacon,  but  I  fear  that  only  reiterated 
criticism  will  abate  the  evil.  The  real  truth 
at  the  bottom  of  much  of  the  trash  issued 
under  taking  titles  for  Sunday-school  use, 
is  that  compilers  and  publishers  make  mo¬ 
ney  by  it.  But  are  their  easily  gotten  gains 
any  better  than  those  of  the  di-uggist  who 
sells  spurious  or  adulterated  medicines,  or 
the  baker  who  sells  bread  made  of  poor  flour, 
or  the  confectioner  who  uses  deleterious  sub¬ 
stances  to  give  a  pleasing  color  to  hisbonbons? 
Indeed,  these  are  the  less  culpable,  for  poor 
food  and  medicine  only  hurt  the  body, 
while  poor  hymns  starve  the  soul,  or  vitiate 
its  taste  nntil  it  loses  all  relish  for  the  best. 
If  the  public  continues  to  be  inundated  by 
such  a  flood  of  trash,  is  there  not  grave  dan¬ 
ger  that  by  and  by  “  Onery  owary  and  ick- 
ery,”  and  “  This  is  the  house  that  Jack  built,” 
will  be  set  to  music  andsung,  if  not  in  school 
on  Sunday,  at  least  at  the  Sunday-school 
pic-nics,  and  at  the  concerts  which  are  in 
danger  of  degenerating  into  a  sort  of  minor 
opera  ?  Read  the  following  from  two  well 
known  Sunday-cchool  books  of  music,  and 
see  if  I  exaggerate  Feed  my  Lambs,  to 
be  sung  at  Sunday-school  concerts,  and  ex¬ 
hibitions  !  by  eleven  little  girls  standing  in 


the  form  of  a  crescent,  each  with  a  card  or ' 
shield  hung  upon  the  breast,  having  upon 
it  one  letter  of  the  Scripture  motto  which  is 
the  theme  of  the  whole  song, — at  first  the  let¬ 
ters  are  all  reversed,  and  not  seen,  but  each 
singer  turns  her  card  and  reveals  her  letter  ^ 
as  she  sings.  All  may  sing  the  first  six  lines 
of  the  poetry,  if  desired.”  And  then  follow 
these  verses  : 

Christ,  you  know,  loveil  litUo  children  when  He  Uvod  ou 
earth  below. 

And  He  gave  to  Hia  diaciploa  a  command  all  ought  to  know. 
We  have  come  thia  day  (or  night)  to  spell  it,  happy  gladaome 
children  we,— 

I  the  letter  F  contribute  :  here  it  la,  aa  you  may  aee  1 

In  good  work.a  none  should  be  backward,  as  you’ll  willingly 
agree,  I 

So  I’ve  come  my  aid  to  render,  and  I’ve  brought  tho  letter  E. 
Still  another  E  is  needed  thia  command  of  Christ  to  spell ; 
Here  it  ia.  tho  needed  letter,  can’t  you  aee  it  very  well  ?  j 

Fourth  among  tho  list  of  letters  stands  the  one  you  ask  of  me. 
So  I  think  ’twill  not  aurprise  you  when  I  show  the  letter  D. 
AU  my  little  friends  above  mo  stepped  firom  up  tho  alphabet, 

I  go  half  way  down  tho  column  and  tho  letter  M  I  get.” 

And  so  on,  ad  nauseam,  to  number  nine, 
who  innocently  sings 

“Before  aU  the  other  lettera  ia  the  one  I  bring  you  now  ; 

It  is  A,  and  lambs  without  it  can’t  be  spelled,  as  you’ll 
aUow  1  ” 

Really  we  cannot  copy  more  of  this  drivel¬ 
ling  rhyme  ;  we  will  allow  that  lambs  cannot 
be  spelled  without  an  A,  but  are  we  rehears¬ 
ing  for  a  charade,  or  what  are  we  about  ? 
Is  it  God’s  day,  and  is  this  a  house  dedicated 
to  His  worship  ?  if  so,  what  sort  of  stufl'  is 
this  to  sing,  in  such  a  place  !  on  such  a  day  ! 
It  seems  to  me  that  a  much  shorter  rehears¬ 
al  of  the  letters  that  go  to  form  those  two 
memorable  words  ‘  Foots'  and  'blind,'  would 
be  to  the  purpose  by  way  of  substitute  for 
the  farce  that  should  legitimately  follow  the 
performance  of  the  above  as  a  tragedy, — for 
tragic  itsurely  is,  to  train  young  immortals  to 
sing  it  as  a  part  of  their  worship  !  However 
anotlier  book  has  the  following  short  opera, 
wliicli  is  no  less  charming  for  Sunday-school 
private  (or  public)  theatricals  : 

Kiud  Shepherd,  load  mo  o’er  tho  plain,  the  night  ia  draw- 
ing  nigh. 

The  thunder  roUa,  and  clouiLof  raia  blot  out  the  atarlit  sky. 

Ibis  is  snug  by  a  little  girl,  and  a  man  sings 
in  reply. 

You  cannot  cross  tbo  pathless  plain — the  tempest  shakes 
the  cloud  ; 

See!  mixed  with  tire,  tho  falling  rain  seem  stitches  in  a 
shroud !  ” 

After  which  appalling  simile  the  school  in 
chorus  sing. 

Kind  Shoiihcrd,  lead  her  o’er  the  plain,  the  night  is  dark  and 
drear. 

And  wipe  the  tears  that  fall  like  rain,  she  has  no  father 
here,”  etc. 

Now  I  respectfully  submit  that  parents 
who  object  to  private  theatricals,  after  toler¬ 
ating  such  performances  as  these  on  Sunday 
and  in  the  church,  belong  to  that  great 
company  who  “  strain  out  gnats  and  swallow 
camels.”  By  the  way,  we  suggest  for  the 
benefit  of  such  teachers  and  superintendents 
as  patronize  the  above,  that  a  “  Tableau 
vivant,”  consisting  of  one  Sunday-school 
scholar  furnished  with  a  bit  of  muslin  and  a 
tumbler  of  water  in  the  act  of  straining  out 
a  gnat,  and  another  child  trying  to  swallow 
a  large  camel,  cut  out  of  pasteboard,  (it  the 
real  animal  cannot  be  obtained,)  will  be  a 
very  taking  tableau,  and  will  iirobably  draw 
a  fuller  house  than  “Kind  Sheidierd,”  or 
even  the  eleven  little  girls  with  their  idacard- 
ed  letters,  and  their  twaddle  about  them. 
While  you  are  trying  so  hard  to  be  “  iuter- 
e.sting,”  yon  may  a.8  well  succeed.  O  dear  ! 
it  is  so  utterly  shocking  !  this  whole  thing, 
that  one  is  quite  at  a  loss  how  to  write  about 
it,  w  ithout  catching  some  of  the  irreverence, 
not  to  say  profanity,  with  which  it  is  all 
tainted.  But  I  have  more  quotations,  and 
must  ask  your  readers'  patience  for  one  week 
more.

SABB  VIH-SCTIOOL  INSTRUCTION. 

By  Mr.  R.  G.  Pardee. 

The  able  and  suggestive  leader  in  The 
Evangelist  of  October  8th,  on  the  above 
subject,  certainly  merits  special  attention. 

It  is  indeed  in  its  present  aspect  one  of 
“  very  grave  importance,”  almost  overriding 
all  others  except  the  ministry. 

Will  you  allow  a  layman  to  add  some 
thoughts  from  bis  standpoint.  One  of  the 
gravest  practical  errors  in  the  whole  subject 
of  the  Sabbath-sebool  and  the  church,  and 
which  has  caused  much  discussion  and  some 
feeling,  is  this,  that  they  are  two  institutions 
instead  of  one.  We  hold  that  the  Sabbath- 
school  is  no  such  apxiurtenance  of  llie  church 
as  the  Missionary,  or  Bible  or  Tract  or  Tem¬ 
perance  societies,  or  evt-n  the  monthly  con¬ 
certs  of  some  churches,  but  that  it  is  in  fact 
simply  the  church  itself  jiuttiug  forth  iis 
most  aiipi’Oin’iate  and  efficient  action  ;  it  is 
the  regular  working  field  of  the  church,  or  the 
church's  workshop,  where  every  ablebodied 
man,  woman,  and  child  in  the  church  can 
find  an  appropriate  tield  for  service,  or  train¬ 
ing  and  worship,  as  teacher,  pupil,  visitor  or 
missionary. 

The  Sunday-school  is  indeed  not  “a  sub¬ 
stitute  for  religious  worship"  in  the  .sanctuary, 
but  it  always  sinks  below  its  true  character, 
we  think,  if  it  is  less  than  true  religious  wor¬ 
ship  in  all  its  Sabbath  gatherings.  Surely 
the  solemn  prayers,  the  hymns  of  praise  and 
the  practical  study  of  the  Word  of  God,  and 
the  teachings  and  comments  of  the  teachers 
and  speakers,  are  all,  or  ought  to  be  in  all 
cases,  nothing  more  nor  less  than  religious 
worship.  This  has  been  my  Sabbath-school 
idea  during  the  last  forty  years.  The  same 
Divine  lips  which  said  “  Go  preach”  said  also 
“  Go  teach.”  There  is  the  same  Divine  au¬ 
thority  for  both  :  says  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Vincent, 
“  There  is  just  as  much  Divine  authority 
for  the  Sabbath- school  as  for  the  sanctuary 
— no  more.”  All  the  Sabbath-sebool  dees 
aright,  draws  toward  the  church  ;  and  the 
most  that  the  church  does  aright  draw.!  to¬ 
wards  the  Sunday-school  as  its  own  most  fit¬ 
ting  and  hopeful  field  of  Christian  effort, — 
adapting  itself  especially  to  the  young  in 
their  forming  period  of  life.  One  half  of 
our  entire  population  are  children  and 
youth  under  twenty  years,  as  by  the  censns. 
Christian  parents  do  not  instruct  their  chil¬ 
dren  religiously,  because  the  church  has  fail¬ 


ed  to  teach  them  how  to  do  it,  and  most  of 
them  are  therefore  incapable  of  religiously 
instructing  anybody  to  much  advantage. 
This  should  be  remedied.  The  great  mass 
of  Bou-Christian  parents  of  course  mmst  de¬ 
pend  mostly  upon  the  Sabbath-school . 

In  regard  to  the  foolishness  of  preaching, 
all  agree  that  much  of  it  needs  revolutioniz¬ 
ing  and  re-adapting.  Two  weeks  ago  an  in¬ 
telligent,  devoted  city  layman  said  to  me, 
“  Why  does  my  pastor  waste  his  time  in 
spending  thirty  minutes  out  of  forty  in  his 
morning  sermon  in  an  ingenious  labored 
argument  to  prove  what  not  a  single  person 
in  the  congregation  has  any  doubt  about  ?” 
L’ast  Monday' morning  another  said,  “Why 
will  my  excellent  pastor  rejieat  over  and  over 
again  himself  so  many  times  in  order  to 
‘dwell  amply’  on  it,  for  it  is  tedious  in 
spite  of  his  splendid  talents  and  oratory  ?” 
The  apostolic  rule  is  to  “rightly  divide  the 
word  of  truth,”  to  "feed  the fock"  and  give 
each  one  their  portion.  W  hat  right  have  they 
to  ignore  the  children  and  common  people 
present  ?  If  pastors  say  “  We  cannot  reach 
all”;  then  we  say,  “You  can  learn  how.” 
If  your  training  has  been  defective  prac¬ 
tically,  the  sooner  that  it  is  corrected  the 
better. 

Says  the  good  Bishoji  Janes,  “  The  time 
is  coming  in  the  Christian  Church  when 
there  will  be  two  sermons  2>reached  to  chil¬ 
dren  where  there  is  one  to  adults,  for  85  per 
cent,  of  all  the  additions  to  our  denomina¬ 
tion  during  the  last  ten  years  have  come 
through  the  Sabbath-school.” 

Our  2>astors  must  be  the  leaders  in  the 
great  Suiulay-scbool  work.  It  iiained  me 
when  I  read  the  interesting  account  of  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  venerable  Synod  of 
Geneva  at  Corning  recently,  to  notice  that 
while  temperance,  music,  tracts,  and  almost 
everything  else  was  attended  to,  the  Sunday- 
school  —  the  great  working  field  of  the 
Church  —  was  unnoticed,  as  rejaorteJ,  al¬ 
though  jirouiinent  Sunday-school  i^astors 
not  a  few  were  iJresent.  The  iilay  of  Ham¬ 
let  performed  with  Hamlet  forgotten  and 
left  out ! 

The  question  raised  in  regard  to  text  and 
question  books  is  a  very  difficult,  £nd  yet 
very  important  one.  Methinks  even  the 
offer  of  an  extraordinary  premium  would 
not  reach  the  case  at  once;  for  before  a  man 
could  be  capable  of  writing  such  a  book  as 
is  wanted  of  real  practical  value,  the  man 
himself  must  study  nj)  the  true  rules  of 
teaching  ;  and  certainly  the  art  of  question¬ 
ing  and  securing  attention  and  illustration 
in  teaching,  and  not  in  preaching. 

Ho  must  also  needs  study  minutely  the 
characteristics  of  the  infant-school  pupils, 
the  intermediate  classes,  and  the  Bible  or 
adult  classes  ;  besides  a  thorough  study  of 
child-nature  and  child-language,  and  carry  it 
all  up  harmoniously  to  the  standard  of  true 
religious  worship  well  adapted.  Thus  make 
the  Bible  itself  and  good  Bible  teaching  the 
most  attractive  and  interesting  jrart  of  the 
Sunday-school  for  children,  as  it  may,  can, 
and  ought  to  be. 

Now  all  this  requires  a  irroce.ss  of  educa¬ 
tion  for  months,  if  not  years,  ami  therefore 
men  cannot  afford  to  pre2iarefor  the  making 
of  such  books  for  the  sake  of  the  2’reminm. 
It  is  to  be  from  a  higher  motive  and  from  a 
love  for  the  cause. 

We  have  150  question  books  on  the  old 
2alan.  Do  not  let  us  multiply  them,  but  aim 
at  a  truer  standard.  I  must  abruptly  close 
for  fear  my  article  will  be  too  long.

THE  UKEEK  IHURCH  IN  AMERICA. 

• 

A  somewhat  nuexpccteJ  consequence  of 
the  acquisition  of  the  Russian  Possessions 
has  been  tho  establishment  of  the  Greek 
form  of  worshii),  not  only  in  Alaska,  where 
it  was  fairly  domesticated,  but  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  The  Russian  residents  of  that  city 
h.ave  determined  to  maintain  a  church  of 
their  own,  and  have  at  last  secured  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  a  pr’iest.  The  first  formal  public 
worship  was  held  in  an  improvised  chapel  on 
the  last  Thursday  in  August,  which  was  the 
“  Feast  of  the  Assumption  of  the  Virgin,” 
in  the  Greek  calendar.  From  a  minute  de¬ 
scription  of  the  occasion  in  a  California 
paper,  it  is  hard  to  see  wherein  the  ceremoni- 
I  al  differs  materially  from  that  of  the  Romish 
j  ritual.  There  are  about  one  thousand  mem- 
j  hers  of  the  Greek  Church  in  California,  and 
I  more  are  expected.  They  are  raising  funds 
to  build  a  cbui’ch. 

i  Perhaps  the  Episcopal  clergy  now  deliber- 
jatingin  Conveutiou  in  this  city,  might  like 
.  to  bear  of  the  welfare,  or  at  least  of  the 
j  whereabouts  of  Father  Agapius,  the  great 
j  inter-communion  forerunner  of  Trinity,  see- 
j  ing  they  have  been  assembled  in  deliberation 
'  in  the  very  edifice  where  this  stu2Jeudous 
1 2heee  of  churchly  2'iety  was  enacted.  If  we 
,  may  trust  accounts  the  great  Greek  ex-eccle- 
sicstic  is  now  in  Alaska,  and  has  recently 
fulminate  1  quite  an  anathema  upon  the

others,  are  not  in  general  studiedly  with¬ 
held,  and  do  not  constitute  a  justifying  basis 
for  secret  organization.  Societies  for  culture 
and  reform,  churches  and  legislative  bodies, 
may  sometimes  hold  their  private,  and  even 
secret  sessions,  but  their  constitution  and 
principles,  and  the  great  part  or  whole  of 
their  transactions,  being  ojien  to  the  world, 
they  are  not  rightfully  called  secret  societies, 
and  do  not  constitute  any  justification  for 
them.  The  privacies  of  families  and  busi¬ 
ness  firms  which  are  properly  and  purposely 
concealed,  the  iiending  negotiations  of  gov¬ 
ernments  that  are  temporarily  kept  from  the 
public,  the  emergencies  of  armies,  citizens, 
and  nations,  in  time  of  war,  that  demand 
secrecy,  are  all  exceptions  to  the  rule  of  life, 
and  afford  no  reason  for  permanent  secret 
societies,  which  divide  up  the  public  into 
parties,  and,  extending  through  many  years 
and  generations,  afford  special  temptations 
and  opportunities  for  corruptions  and  wrongs. 
Men  are  made  for  society,  for  testimony  one 
to  another,  for  light,  and  not  for  darkness. 

3.  There  are  some  associations,  secret  in 
part,  whose  social,  literary,  or  reformatory 
objects  are  published  by  themselves,  and 
whose  utility  to  some  extent  cannot  reasona¬ 
bly  be  questioned,  yet  their  veil  ot  secrecy, 
we  believe,  were  better  thrown  off,  with  the 
exception  ot  private  or  secret  sessions  when 
special  circumstances  require  ;  their  regalia 
we  deem  in  a  measure  anti-republican,  if  not 
childish,  and  both  we  regard  as  stepping- 
stones  to  the  more  intricate,  dark,  and  dan¬ 
gerous  secret  societies  ;  and  wherever  an  un¬ 
conditional  oath  or  promise  is  required,  bind¬ 
ing  the  member  to  action  before  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  it  is  known  to  him,  and  exacting  sub¬ 
mission,  conduct,  or  secrecy,  without  the 
least  opportunity  for  subsequent  choice  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  dictates  of  a  conscience  more' 
enlightened,  such  oath  or  promise  we  believe 
to  be  an  absolute  moral  wrong. 

4.  There  are  other  more  secret  orders — as 
that  of  Free-Masonry — which  we  disapprove 
for  the  folfowing  reasons  :  Their  organized 
and  perpetual  secrecy  we  deem  contrary  to 
the  openness  and  freedom  of  the  one  model 
society  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  disaordant  with 
the  genius  and  institutions  of  republican  gov¬ 
ernments  ;  their  unconditional  oaths,  ami 
horrid  penalties,  are  inconsistent  with  the 
liberty  of  a  sound  Christian  conscience,  and 
a  proper  sense  of  accountability  to  God  ; 
their  sworn  obligations  to  fellow-members, 
together  with  their  secrecy,  practically  ope- 

j  rate  in  some  cases  to  thwart  the  ends  of  jus- 
I  tice  before  human  tribunals,  and  result  in 
unjust  distinctions  and  iniquitous  favoritism 
in  society  ;  their  intimate  and  secret  com¬ 
munions  tend  to  bring  good  men  into  pro¬ 
tracted  and  injurious  contact  with  bad  men  ; 
their  boasted  superior  jirinciples  of  benevo¬ 
lence  are  only  those  of  mutual  insurance,  and 
sometimes  of  friendship  ;  their  claim  to  a  re¬ 
ligion  which  if  practised,  is  sufficient  for  life 
here  and  admission  to  heaven,  is  not  gromnd- 
ed  upon  any  doctrines  of  divine  atonement 
and  regeneration,  bat  upon  good  work,  and 
embraces  Pagans  and  Mohammedans,  alike 
with  Christians,  and  while  including  some 
good  moral  principles  in  their  faith,  and 
some  Christians  in  their  membership,  they 
endanger  souls  by  supplanting  or  displacing 
the  true  faith  and  church  in  the  minds  of 
many,  and  by  drawing  oft  some  from  their 
Christian  allegiance.  We  are  therefore  con¬ 
strained  to  discourage  membership  in  all 
such  secret  and  unconditional  oath  bound 
societies.

HEATHEN  PHILANTHROPY. 

We  published  last  week  au  interesting 
and  valnable  letter  on  Education  in  India 
from  Missionary  K.  G.  Wilder.  The  growth 
of  Christian  institutions  and  ideas  amid  the 
ponderous  and  overshadowing  temples  and 
systems  of  idolatry  must  needs  be  slow,  and 
at  times  well-nigh  discouraging  to  the  iso¬ 
lated  and  overworked  missionary.  But  still 
progress  is  made,  .'ind  little  by  little  the  new 
and  better  faith  gains  friends  and  converts, 
and  shoots  out  its  influences  quite  beyond 
its  tangible  bounds. 

We  copy  below  from  the  Siam  Weekly 
Monitor  a  list  of  the  legacies  left  by  a 
wealthy  Bombay  merchant,  amounting  to 
nearly  §565,000.  It  will  be  seen  how  wisely 
I  this  heathen  philanthropist  discriminated 
in  favor  of  general  education  and  humanity. 

The  Bast  Gofiat,  while  noticing  the  death 
of  Mr.  Goculduss  'Tezpall,  the  late  Bbattia 
merchant  of  Bombay,  pulilishes  a  long  list 
of  donations  bequeathed  by  him  in  his  last 
will  for  several  charitable  purposes.  The 
sum  total  of  his  death-bed  charities  amounts 
to  more  than  ten  lacs  of  rupees,  and  the 
greater  part  of  this  amount  is  intended  for 
educational  charities.  Mr.  Goculdass  in¬ 
herited  from  his  deceased  father  the  com¬ 
paratively  small  sum  of  about  four  lacs, 
which  sum  he  converted  to  such  profitable 
use  that  his  wealth  was  augmented  to  fifty 
.  lacs,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  4s  left 
behind  him  thirty  lacs,  one-third  of  which 
suin  he  has  directed  to  be  devoted  to  charity. 
This  is  a  distinct  proof  of  the  aversion  the 
late  lamented  Bbattia  merchant  had  for  the 
Maharajas  ;  for,  says  the  Bast  Go/tar,  had 
any  other  Bhattia  possessed  of  so  much 
wealth,  died  without  having  any  male  issue, 
his  wealth  would  have  surely  gone  to  fill  up 
the_  coffers  of  these  notorious  priests  and 
their  temples.  But  Mr.  Goculdass  being 
much  opposed  to  tiiem,  and  being  inclined 
toward  the  cause  of  educating  his  country¬ 
men,  this  priestly  sect  of  the  Maharajas  has 
been  justly  deprived  of  an  enormous  gain, 
and  the  whole  amount  has  every  chance  of 
a  fair  and  highly  profitable  use.  Two 
charitable  schools  are  already  established  by 
the  deceased  in  his  name  under  the  govern¬ 
ment  supervision.  But  these  good  deeds 
are  nothing  when  compared  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  admirable  array  of  well-bestowed  chari¬ 
ties,  extracted  from  the  columns  of  our  con¬ 
temporary  :

The.next  article, 
on  the  Primitive  Eldership,  is  by  r.  a^ 
field,  who  takes  issue  with  Prof.  Hitchcock  s 
views  as  set  forth  in  a  previous  [number  of 
the  Review.  The  Biblicalj  argument  for 
the  primitive  eldership  is  very.fully  present 
ecL  The  point  discussed  is  one  in  regard 
to  which  a  wide  division  of  sentiment  has 
prevailed,  and  many  will  be  curious  to  see 
what  can  be  said  on  both  sides. 

The  other  articles  of  the  number  are— Hu¬ 
manity  Progressing  to  Perfection,  by  Rev.  j 
Dr.  L.  P.  Hickok ;  Examination  of  the 
Tenth  Article,  by  Dr.  Patterson  ;  Mpects 
of  Posdtiveism  in  relation  to  Christianity,  by 
Rev.  B.  F.  Westcott,  from  the  Contemporary 
Jteview  ;  and  Early  Presbyterianism  on  the 
East  side  of  the  Hudson,  by  E.  H.  Gillett. 

Hereafter  the  Review  is  to  be  enlarged, 
each  number  to  contain  200  pages  instead  of 
160  as  at  present,  and  the  name  to  be  changed 
to  that  of  the  American  Presbyterian  Review. 
The  subscription  price  is  slightly  increased, 
but  this  will  be  more  than  offset  by  the  fresh 
contents  and  improved  character  of  the 
Review,  which  will  aim  at  greater  variety 
and  fullness,  and  in  this  respect  is  designed 
to  be  equal  to  the  very  best  Quarterlies  pub¬ 
lished  in  this  country  or  in  England.  We 
trust  that  it  will  receive  an  enlarged  patron¬ 
age,  and  that  all  our  churches  will  see  that 
their  pastors  are  provided  with  it.  It  is  in¬ 
deed  almost  indispensable  to  them,  if  they 
would  keep  abreast  with  the  advance  of  the¬ 
ological  science  and  general  literary  intelli¬ 
gence. 

Tlte  New  Eaglmder  for  October  opens  with  i 
an  article  by  Dr.  Bacon  on  “  Pan-presbyte- 
rianism,”  calculated  to  afford  Congregation¬ 
al  iiastors  considerable  information,  which 
the  weekly  journals  read  by  them  generally, 
have  given  quite  meagrely.  Presbyterian 
readers  familiar  with  all  the  facts  will  only 
be  interested  to  know  that  Dr.  Bacon  pre¬ 
dicts  reunion  of  the  two  leading  “sects  ”  in 
1870,  but  predicts  also  a  new  explosion  be¬ 
fore  much  time  elapses,  that  will  result  in 
new  “  schisms.  ”  He  evidently  leaves  us  to 
infer  that  the  only  remedy  to  be  found  is  in 
that  atomic  independency  of  individual 
churches  in  which  there  is  no  room  left  for 
anything  but  internal  quarrels. 

Professor  Fisher’s  article  on  Dr.  Taylor’s 
Iheo’ogy  is  much  milder  than  we  had  antici¬ 
pated,  and  quite  apologetic.  As  against  the 
Princeton  Reviewer’s  charge  of  Pelagian- 
ism,  he  makes  a  strerog  case.  He  shows  how 
far  party  zeal  can  carry  men  in  leading  them 
to  give  a  false  coloring  to  their  opponents’ 
views.  Dr.  Taylor’s  estimate  of  the  Prince¬ 
ton  Theology  will  be  accounted,  however,  a 
pretty  strong  offset  by  its  special  adherents, 
to  any  mia.'epresentatiOns  of  his  “  Pela- 
gianism.”  “Gratuitous  condemnation  of 
Adam’s  sin  ;  congenital  sin  inflicted  upon 
the  sinless  by  a  judicial  decree,  prior  to 
their  existence  ;  sin  meriting  damnation, 
"before  the  least  consciousness  of  a  rule  of 
right,”  such  is  the  language  extending  over 
half  a  page — which  we  have  not  space  to 
quote— in  which  the  horrors  of  Princeton 
Theology  are  pictured  forth.  Of  course 
Princeton  cannot  acquiesce  in  this  refiresent- 
ation,  any  more  than  the  friends  of  Dr.  Tay¬ 
lor  in  the  charge  of  Pelagianism  brought 
against  him,  and  we  may  therefore  expect 
another  interchange  of  civilities  between  the 
combatants. 

The  other  articles  of  the  number  are 
“Life  in  the  Argentine  Republic,”  &c., 
“The  Positive  Philosophy  since  1848,” 
“The  True  Conception  of  the  Christian 
Ministry,”  “Our  Finances,”  a  closing  arti¬ 
cle  on  “Divorce”  by  President  Woolsey, 
and  “The  Women  of  the  Northwest  daring 
the  War.”  We  observe  that  the  price  of  the 
Review  has  been  reduced  to  $3,  or  the  same 
with  that  of  most  of  the  other  denomina¬ 
tional  Review  3. 

The  North  Americ  oi  Review  contains  Phi¬ 
losophical  Biology,  Massimo  D’Azeglio, 
The  New  York  Convention,  The  Principles 
of  Geology,  Epic  Philosophy,  The  Political 
Situation  of  England,  Harvard  College  Li- 
braiy.  The  Siege  of  Delhi,  The  Spanish 
Gipsy,  and  Critical  Notices.  The  account 
of  Harvard  College  Library  will  be  interest¬ 
ing  chiefly  to  scholars  and  literary  men. 
The  history  of  the  New  York  Democratic 
Convention  is  given  by  George  B.  Wood, 
Epic  Philosophy  is  by  D.  A.  Wasson,  who 
is,  we  believe,  'I'heodore  Paiker’s  successor. 

A  Pamphlet  has  been  published  giving 
the  opinion  of  legal  counsel  that  the  action 
of  the  Synod  of  the  Relormed  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Stuart 
was  invalid.  Quite  a  number  of  documents 
connected  with  the  case  are  appended. 

Appleton’s  Illustbated  Almanac  for  1869 
presents  a  very  attractive  face.  The  Calen¬ 
dar  has  justice  done  to  it,  while  the  cuts  of 
birds  and  fowls  for  each  mouth  elucidate  the 
text  and  arrest  and  jilease  the  eye. 

A  Good  Book.— A  part  of  a  long  railroad 
ride  recently  made,  was  pleasantly  beguiled 
in  the  reading  of  a  little  book  entitled 

Daughters  of  the  Cross.”  It  consists  of 
sketches  of  a  number  of  Christian  women, 
of  different  periods  of  the  history  of  the 
Church  ;  among  whom  are  Monica,  the  mo¬ 
ther  of  Augustine,  in  the  Ancient  Church  ; 
Elizabeth  of  Hungary,  of  Medieval  times  ; 
and  Maria  Mathsdotter  of  the  present  day. 
These  sketches  are  gracefully  written,  and 
the  portraitures  of  character  they  present 
are  instructive.  It  is  a  good  work,  and  a 
readable  book, — a  commendation  that  can¬ 
not  always  be  passed  upon  good  books.  It 
is  a  capital  volume  for  the  Sabbath- school 
library.  It  is  published  by  the  American 
Tmct  .Society,  New  York.

THE  COBNELL  UNIVERSITY. 

Uotober  ICtb,  1866. 

I  am  pleased  with  your  correspondent 
A.  B.’s  liking  for  a  “  candid,  kind,  frank,  and 
just”  style  of  remark.  Had  he  indicated 
his  views  in  that  direction  a  little  earlier  he 
would  have  saved  The  Evangelist  the  space 
occupied  by  my  paragraph.  His  mind,  it 
would  appear,  is  not  biased  to  a  special 
favoritism  for  Cornell,  and  of  course  not  to 
any  indifference,  much  less  unfriendliness 
towards  Hamilton.  He  only  has  an  earnest 
desire  for  fair  play.  Now  precisely  this  is 
what  has  been  accorded  to  the  new  Univer¬ 
sity  on  all  hands.  Its  praises  have  been 
trumpeted  on  every  side  of  the  lakes  and 
both  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  nemine  contra- 
dicente.  No  “  ordinary  college  ”  president, 
professor,  or  alumnus,  has  printed  an  in¬ 
vidious  line,  if  the  paragraph  of  two  weeks 
ago  be  excepted.  This  surely  was  “kind  ” 
if  not  “candid  and  frank.”  But  what  has 
been  the  fact  with  the  friends  of  Cornell  ? 
It  is  a  great  institution,  the  proteg^  of  the 
Empire  State,  the  object  of  a  private  mu- 
niflcence  unprecedented  and  unquestion¬ 
able.  Our  literary  institutions  hitherto 
have  grown  up  “  as  tender  plants,”  as  Mr. 
Curtis  said  at  the  inauguration,  “  with  infi¬ 
nite  care,  with  yearning  pain,”  etc. ,  while  Cor¬ 
nell  starts  out  of  port  “  like  a  man-of-war, 
all  its  sails  sets,  all  its  rigging  full,  all  its 
colors  flying  and  bells  ringing.”  Such  a 
ship  is  a  noble  thing  to  see,  and  her  captain 
could  be  pardoned  for  some  self-felicitation 
as  he  walks  the  quarter-deck.  And  the 
spectators  could  be  jiardoned  also  for  ex¬ 
pecting  a  magnanimous  bearing  in  the  craft 
and  crew  becoming  the  occasion.  Doubtless 
as  she  sailed  out  into  the  sea  she  couldn’t 
reasonably  be  required  to  salute  all  the 
schooners  and  yawls  in  the  bay.  But  neither 
could  she  have  been  expected  to  fire  into 
them  or  strike  them  amidship.  You  would 
say  that  ‘A.  B.’  with  his  love  of  fair  play 
would  have  been  one  of  the  first  to  cry  out 
against  the  latter  proceeding.  Yet  he  has 
read  the  first  circular  of  the  new  University 
and  did  not  overlook  that  its  allusions  to 
the  “  ordinary  colleges  ”  were  not  generous 
but  invidious.  They  had  not  cultivated 
learning  for  its  own  sake,  as  Cornell  pro 
poses  to  do, — for  had  they  not  dealt  ’.n 
honors,  prizes,  etc.  All  of  which  Cornt'sH 
would  not  do,  except  to  offer  a  thousa-Qd 
dollars  or  so  to  the  best  scholars  just  fo’r  a 
beginning  ! 

As  if  this  were  not  enough,  the  Inaijgu- 
ration  Day  festivals  were  intermingled  ’with 
allusions  to  other  institutions  far  f.rom 
savory.  Did  ‘A.  B.’  ever  hear  that  a’t  the 
inauguration  of  any  President  or  Prof  essor 
at  Yale,  Harvard,  Hamilton,  or  Rochester, 
the  most  distant  uncomplimentary  ref^'rence 
was  made  to  any  sister  college  ?  Read 
[president  Hill's,  Stearns’s,  Brown’s,  or 
Fisher’s  discourses  and  see  if  you  can  find 
a  word  or  letter.  But  how  is  it  with  Presi¬ 
dent  White’s  ?  Brief  as  it  is,  full  one-third 
of  it  is  occupied  with  not  particularly  “  can¬ 
did,  kind,  or  just”  remarks  upon  the  char¬ 
acter  and  courses  of  New  England,  New 
York,  and  Western  colleges.  He  unilertikes 
to  say  that  they  have  “dwarfed  the  system 
of  higher  education,”  and  asserts  what 
might  have  been  the  better  result  but  “for 
our  enslavement  to  the  unfortunatfj  prin¬ 
ciple  ”  on  which  they  are  founded.  He 
speaks  of  the  “droning  rather  than  study¬ 
ing,  the  half-way  mental  labor,”  character¬ 
istic  of  other  institutions.  He  even  com¬ 
plains  because  some  of  our  colleges  did  not 
make  other  selections  of  Presidents.  I  can 
only  wonder  that  ‘  A.  B.,’  so  prompt  to  re¬ 
mark  upon  the  first  criticism  that  has  been 
volunteered  the  Cornell,  had  not  sharpened 
his  pen  sooner,  after  reading  these  repeated 
criticisms  of  President  White  upon  other 
colleges.  Or  did  he  regard  them  as  both 
“  frank  and  candid”  ? 

I  for  one  have  never  questioned  the  grand 
capabilities  of  Cornell  University,  nor  the 
equal  qualifications  of  its  President  He  is, 
I  presume,  worthy  of  all  that  has  been  said 
in  his  praise  as  a  gentleman  and  a  scholar. 
Nor  would  I  detract  an  iota  from  the  princely 
generosity  of  the  gentleman  from  whom  the 
Ithaca  institution  takes  its  name.  I  only 
regret  that  these  persons  cannot  go  on  their 
way  satisfied  with  the  admiration  and  ap¬ 
plause  of  the  public,  without  pausing  so 
often  to  remind  said  public  how  worthy  the 
pet  University  is  of  their  praise  and  patron¬ 
age  as  compared  with  what  ‘A.  B.’  calls  the 
“ordinary  colleges.”  Not  that  President 
White  wholly  depreciates  the  ordinary  col¬ 
leges  of  which  New  England  and  New  York 
have  some  tolerable  specimens.  He  even 
speaks  of  them  as  it  were  paternally  and 
patronizingly.  He  says  they  have  “  done 
good”!  “I  will  not  deny  that  they  are 
doing  good  w’ork  to-day.”  Harvard  and 
Yale  and  Williams  and  Princeton  will  be 
pleased  when  they  hear  that  they  have  done 
and  are  doing  good,  and  that  the  President 
of  the  great  University  in  Tompkins  county 
does  not  deny  it.  It  is  so  much  better 
than  if  he  had  felt  obliged  to  withhold 
his  indorsement.  Let  us  hope  for  the  com¬ 
fort  of  those  colleges  that  day  will  not  soon 
come,  even  after  Cornell  has  got  into  its 
most  successful  operation. 

Meanwhile,  though  the  new  University 
has  doubtless  a  grand  career  before  it,  it  has 
not  yet  gained  so  high  an  elevation  above 
everything  else  that  the  heads  of  any  one  of 
its  founders  or  faculty  need  be  dizzied  by 
the  circumstance.  It  is  just  as  well  to  be 
cool  and  guarded  in  one’s  utterances.  It 
may  be  even  better,  as  our  conduct  in  this 
respect  is  apt  to  be  infectious,  and  may  lead 
to  undesirable  explanations,  if  not  restric¬ 
tions.  For  example,  I  notice  that  Mr.  Cor¬ 
nell’s  manifesto  to  all  the  young  men  of  the 
country  informing  them  what  great  thin  gs 
his  University  could  do  for  them  without 
money  or  price,  kindled  them  into  a  fine 
sympathetic  glow,  and  kept  them  pouring 
in  their  letters,  “  counted  by  the  thousand.” 
Secretary  Finch  of  the  Board  of  Ti’us.ees
